ing the grand jury during which he 
urged defeat of prohibition repeal at 
Tuesday's election, disqualified him- 
self to sit in the case against the trio 
because of a relationship with one of 
the defendants. Jabez M. Smith was 
chosen special judge. 


The three men were charged with 


kidnaping mid robbing Fred A, Lind- 
sey, operator of a gasoline filling sta- 
tion and tourist camp near Malvern. 


They will be taken to Camden, prob- 


ably Tuesday, where they ara wanted 
in connection with the kidnaping and 
robbery of W. H. Wells of Monticello. 


Morse is a former convict, having 


been sentenced to five years in the 
penitentiary from Ouachita county. He 
was released from the prison on pa- 
role last Monday after having served 
20 months.

only one mishap. 


Balbo, muscular, black-bearded stal- 


wart of Benito Mussolini, received The 
Associated Press reporter, in his hotel 
suite. 


Striding up and down the room and 


puffing furiously at a cigarette, he 
told of what he believed was accom- 
plished by the flight, started June 30 
and completed Saturday on Lake 
Michigan in Chicago's front yard. 


"This flight," he said, "has proved 


that "heavier-than-air" ships are the 
only practicable means of long-dist- 
ance flying. I was convinced of it 
seven years ago shortly after becom- 
ing Italian minister of aviation. 


"Italy has built no dirigibles since 


that time. Now, I have ample proof 
of my belief."

STAMPS, Ark.—Because of a steady 


decrease in city funds, and an increase 
in the cost of maintenance of the re- 
cently acquired city water system, the 
Stamps City Council, by a unanimous 
vote, has ordered an increase in the 
water rates, effective August 1. 


Rates that were $1.25 a month will 


be raised to $1.50. Rates for consumers 
with bath fixtures will be increased 
from J1.25 to ?2. Rates for service 
stations and drug stores will be $3 
instead of ?2. Commercial rates charg- 
ed the two ice plants also will be in- 
creased. Meters will be installed as 
soon as the city obtains them. 


The council also discussed advisa- 


bility of discontinuing some of the 
street lights to reduce expenses. The 
Arkansas Power & Light Co. has 
agreed to a reduction in the light bill 
provided smaller watt lamps are iff 
stalled.
